It is only about four years since a modest 
meeting of Republicans, called in Balti- 
more to choose delegates to # national con- 
vention, was broken up by a mob compo- 
sed of some of the most prominent citizens 
of that beautiful city. Since then the 
principles of that party have grown so rap- 
idly in public favor that some of the first 
citizens of Maryland do not disguise their 
intention to vote for Lincoln, Last even- 
ing Colonel Evans, editor of the Baltimore 
Patriot, addressed a Republican club in 
this city, and announced his intention to 
support the Republican candidates.

“As their chairman had said that he was 
from the State where lived and died Charles 
Carroll, of Carrollton, it afforded him pleas- 
ure to inform this audience that the grand- 
son of that Charles Carroll was with them 
heart and hand. [Applause.] He was a 
large planter, lived near Baltimore, owned 

sixty slaves, and there was no 
more devoted follower of Lincoln than Mr, 
MeTavish, the grandson of Charles Car- 
roll, of Carrollton. [Applause.] What- 
ever he undertook he looked at it in all its 
bearings. When he had made up his 
mind, regardless of consequences, he pres- 
sed forward in behalf of what he deemed 
right. The alarm had been sounded. The 
South had been represented as almost a 
unit in opposition to the nominee of the 
Chieago Convention. It afforded him plea- 
sure to be able to say that there were thou- 
sands in the South who were in favor of 
the Republican nominees. Many were de- 
terred from expressing their opinion, but if 
Mr. Lincoln was elected the waters would 
roll over the dam and we should be broth 
ersagain, [Applause.] He was a south- 
erner of the third generation; but he nev- 
er made any secret in Bultimore of inten- 
tion to vote for Lincoln.

THE “PRIZE BANNER” GOES TO 
LIBERTYVILLE, LAKE CO, 


On Monday night, Mr. Seward and party 
arrived in this city, and escorted to the 
Tremont House by the Lincoln Rangers 
while a National salute was being fired, 
Mayor Wentworth welcomed the distin- 
guished visitor to the city in a most excel- 
lent speech delivered in a very bungling 
manner, the perspiration starting from 
every pore of Long John’s body, and he 
seeming quite overcome by the honorable 
position he occupied. To the address of 
the Mayor. Mr. Seward replied as follows: 


Mr Mayor anp Fetrow-Citizens: The 
exaggerated terms in which you have spo- 
ken of such public services, recent and past, 
as I have rendered will vot mislead me. 
Thave a stern conscience, the approval of 
which I must seek, and which must be the 
guide for my own conduct. But I should 
not be ungracious to you, and ungrateful 
to my fellow ¢ who haye honored 
me with this magnificent manifestation of 
their respect and esteem, if I did not freely 
and openly confess my entire satisfaction 
with its sincerity and’ my appreciation of 
the affection and respect which it testifies. 
[Applause.]! 

How deeply, now sincerely that respect 
and affection touch me, there is nobody 
but myself can know, and J, unfortunately, 
can never tell. [Applause. A voice, 
“Louder !”] 

I beg pardon, my dear fellow, I can 
speak no louder; I haye been speaking for 
a month. You must take me as I am. 
[Applause, “good,” “good,"] If I had 
possessed the power I should have done 
more than I have already elsewhere. [‘“It’s 
all right. You've done your duty.”] Be- 
sides, I have some duty to. perform to-mor- 
row. 

Mr. Mayon asp Citizens or Cuicaco: I 
may say in almost one sentence all that I 
can elaim for myself. From my earliest 
experience as a citizen of this country, I 
was notignorant of the advance of empire 
across the Alleghany mountains and into 
the valley of the Mississippi. The number 
of States, which since my manhood, have 
been added to the Federal Union, and their 
location in the West, have scarcely bee 
more certain in my knowledge, than they 
were in my conjectural anticipation at that 
early period, 

And I knew another lesson, which has 
been a guide to me throughout my experi- 
ence as a yepresentative man ; I knew that, 
whereas in other countri ‘ommerce and 
those engaged in it had been the controlling 
element and the controlling power of mod- 
ern civilization; yet that in this country 
and under the cirewmstances surrounding 
us, commerce was not to be the controlling 
power, and the men who conducted the 
superb mercantile emporiums of the coun- 
try were not to be its managers; but that 
insomuch as our system must educate the 
producers and train them to be the rwing 
power of this nation, I have never been 
ignorant—never for a moment been uncon- 
scious,—that the political power which was 
to direct the destinies of this nation, w: 
to be exercised by those of our country- 
men who should cultivate the soil, [ap- 
plause]—not those who gell its products in 
the market.—[Applause. “Good, good.”] 

Eyen the wayfaring man, though a fool, 
might know where those people who should 
till the soil would be found. They could 
be found nowhere else but westward from 
the Alleghany Mountains and eastward 
from the Pacific Ocean, somewhere between 
British America on the one side and the 
Gulf of Mexico on the other. That being 
so, it was the simplest duty of policy to 
take care that those people who were to 
till the soil—this Ameriean soil—and in 
the act of cultivating it, to become the 
rulers of the destinies of this mighty no 
tion, should, in the first place, be located, 
as far as circumstances would allow, not 
upon slave soil, but upon free soil—[zreat 
and prolonged applause]—that they should 
not be owned by masters or owners, 
that they should own  themeelve 
newed applause.} And if my public life, 
my present ystem—that which commend 
to the acceptance of my countrymen with 
such ability as I may have—need any expo- 
sition whatever, there is thesimple truth of 
the whole of it. i 

Neither you nor I have any power to dis- 
turb those of our fellow-citizens in the 
Southern States who maintain a different 
system; and having no power we have no 
responsibility. We need not fear that 
right, and jnstice, and humanity, will not 
prevail in this world, even though we are 
notin the ficld where battles are to be 
fought, or instructions are to be given to 
secure their triumph, There have been 
already six of the thirteen original States 
of this confederacy redeemed by the citi- 
zens of those States themselves, without 
interference or intervention from abroad. 
All the others that remain may be left un- 
der the influence—the increasing influence 
of Christianlty, to say nothing of policy, to 


with few exceptions, for Lincoln, It 
claims to speak by authority, 


deliver themselves from that curse from 
which we hayo,been saved, without any in- 
terference of our own, [Applause]

Non-intervention in the States by free 


men is but half, however, of the motto of 
the Republican party—non-interyention by 
slaveholders in the territories of the Uni- 
ted Statesis the residue. [Great cheering] 

And so, having abused your hospitality 
and kindness by setting forth a creed, 
which I had better reserved for another oc- 
casion, I beg you to accept my apology for 
failing to deliver you a longer address now, 
and accept my best wishes that you may 
repose in peace and quiet to-night, and to- 
morrow, although it is said to be a great 
lnon to ask, I will pray you to lend me 
your ears and I will try to seehow many of 
your ears I can fill, [Laughter and hearty 
applause. 


The crowd in attendance variously esti- 
mated could not been less than eight thou- 
sand, were then entertained by speeches 
from Gen. Nye, and Simon P. Hanscom of 
New York, and Hon. ©, B, Denio, of Gale- 
na, all of whom kept the attentive crowd 
in a remarkably good humor, until a late 
hour, Lady Franklin remained upon the 
balcony for a long time, apparently one of 
the most interested auditors. 

During the evening, all the hotels in the 
City were full to over-flowing:—so said 
crowds who went from house to house to 
seek lodgings. 

TUESDAY. 

By sunrise, on Tuesday morning, excur- 
sion trains began to arrive, and until eleven 
o'clock the resident Wide Awakes were 
constantly engaged in escort duty. By 
noon, the side-walka were so crowded with 


men, women and children, and the streets 
with processions of Wide Awakes, that the 
business portion of community had to take 
to the alleys to roach any point distant 
from their stores and offices. The weatber 
was all that heart could wish. 

At two o'clock, escorted by the Rangers, 
Goy. Seward reached the stand on Market 
street in an open carriage, when he was 
greeted with an outburst of applause such 
aseven he has seldom heard in his life. 
After afew very appropriate remarks by 
Mayor Wentworth regarding the organiza- 
tion of other meetings, as it was impossible 
for all to hear, (followed by loud calls for 
Lovejoy,) Mr. Seward commenced one of 
the best speeches of his life—oceupying 
two hours and a half in its delivery—a 
speech which will rank among the first 
specimens of American political efforts. 
To attempt a synopsis would do. him injus- 
tice, and as it has been reported verbatim 
in the daily papers, we will but give the 
opening sentences, which are fair samples 
of the entire speech to its close: 


Hail to the State of Winois! whose iron 
roads form the spinal column of tbat sys- 
tem of internal continental trade 
surpasses all the foreign commerce of the 
country, and has no purallell or imitation 
in any other country on the face of the 
lobe. 

Hail Chicago! the heart which supplies 
life to this great system of railrouds—Chi- 


cago, the last and most wonderful of all the | 


marvellous creations of civilization in 
North America. 

Hail to this council chamber of the great 
Republican party! justly adapted by its 
vastness and its simplicity to its great pur- 
poses—the hall whero the representatives 
of freemen passed that creed of Republican 
faith, which carries healing for the relief of 
a disordered nation, Woe! woe! be to 
him who shall add to or shall substract. one 
word from that simple, sublime, truthful, 
beneficent creed, 

Hail to the representatives of the Repub- 
lican party, chosen here by the Republi- 
cans of the United States, aud placed upon 
the platform of that creed. Happy shall 
he be who shall give them his suffr If 
he be an old man, he shall show the virtue 
of wisdom acquired by experience; if he 
be a young man, he shall in all his coming 
years, tell his fellow-men with pride, “1 
too voted for Abraham Lincoln.” [Great 
applause. 

$6 dense was the crowd arouud the stand, 


that several persons were passed over the 
heads of the multitude in a fainting eondi- 
tion, and yet considering all things, the 
best of order was maintained. 

Thedarger portion of the audience were 
greatly disappointed both in the personal 
appearance and the delivery of Mr. Sew- 
's speech. The hand of time has pres- 
sed heavily upon “the great champion of 
human rights,” as Mr. Wentworth most 
justly designated him; and at times, his 


a 


voice became weak, and his whole frame 
shook as with exhaustion, but still thou- 
sunds upon thousands far beyond the reach 
of his words lingered to gaze upon the 
great representative, as though, conscious 
thatit might be the last opportunity they 
would ever have of looking upon one who's 
name will be dear to Americans, when 
those of Presidents shall have been forgot- 
ten. 

During Mr. Seward'a speech, Owen Love- 
joy held forth in the Wigwam, which was 
crowded to its utmost capacity, and yet 
abstracting the 10,000 from the crowd out- 
side, made no perceptible difference in its 
bulk. But such a scathing, scorching 
speech as he made, has never before been 
heard in Chicago. Only when we heard 
his famous speech in Congress last Spring, 
lave we ever listened to its equal. It was 
the carnest eloquence of a Luther, which 
called forth such thundering shouts of ap- 
plause, making his ten thousand hearers 
hoarse for a week. 

Nye and Denio followed, and kept up the 
interest remarkably well until supper time, 


EVENING—THE PROCESSION, 


Night had but just hung her dark eur- 
tains before the south-side of Randolph and 
east of State streets were filled with Wide 
‘Awakes; and in three minutes after the 
first torch was lit from ‘“Z7%e Rail Splitter” 


Office, the whole street was aglow with the 


glare of light. Then the line of march was 
taken down Michigan Avenue to Twelfth 
St., and up Clark, the leaders being nearly at 
the Court House square before the last had 
left Dearborn Park! 

The side walks, on either side of the 
streets were thronged by enthusiastic and 
shouting Republicans. 
torches lighted was over five thousand by 
actual count, and hundreds wearied by the 
former labors of the day, were deterred

. Johnson on Free Laborers. 


Mr. Herschel V. Johnson, the candidate 
for the Vice Presidency on the ticket with 
Douglas, delivered a speech in Pittsburg, 
on Saturday last, in which he reiterated 
substantially his declarations in this City 
1856, that capital should own labor.

No, 
sir-ree, bob!” nnd so on, the working men 
in the crowd giving the insulting falsehood 
the most emphatio demal, A voice in the 
crowd asked, ‘What about Capital own- 
ing Labor?” He ansyered by repeating the 
insult, in substan “I do not believe,” 
he said, ‘in one white man owning another, 
as the masters in your workshops do !” 

This also was received with the same in- 
dignant response of “No! No!” “Not so!” 
and Mr. Herschel Vesuyious took to belch- 
ing about “ Popular Sovereignty,” to escape 
from the aroused hostility of his audience. 


Mr. Johnson is not likely to mend the 
prospects of himself or his superior on the 
Presidential ticket, by stumping through 
the Northern States. His chieftain, Doug- 
las has made bad work with the cause of 
squatter sovereignty during his unbecoming 
electioncering tour, and now the Vice 
Presidential candidate is trying what virtue 
there may be in preaching the peculiar doc- 
trines of his school in the North. , If he 
continues in the strain of the above extract 
from his speech at Pittsburg, and makes 
many such speeches in the free North, the 
Douglas electoral ticket may as well be at 
once withdrawn from the field. 

We wonder how the Bell and Everett 
men who have been selling themselves to 
Douglas and Johnson, will relish the bit of 
sentiment from a man they are assisting to 
make Vice President?
